Hyde Park's two 
largest landown- 
ers, are behind the 
“re invention” of 
the neighborhood. 

Already moved in 
or coming soon are a 
Hyatt hotel and office 
tower, Five Guys, LA Fitness, 

Akira, New 400 Theaters and 
Whole Foods, to name the bigger projects. 
Out or displaced are Dr. Wax, Dixie Kitchen, 
Village Foods and— my favorite, of course— 
The Original House of Pancakes, among 
others. 

I know that, like anything else, love 
evolves over time and every neighborhood 
ultimately changes —usually for the better. 
(I’m also aware this back-and-forth between 
residents and the university has gone on for 
decades.) 

And don’t get me wrong. I’m not going to 
say no to strutting down 53rd Street in my 
retro punk Akira look. Nor will I pass up a 


glass of wine while I shop for expensive or- 
ganic groceries at Whole Foods or buy some 
of its delicious cranberry tuna from the deli, 
{And, more importantly, I’m looking forward 
to watching people do the walk of shame 
from the Hyatt at 7 a,m. on a Sunday) 

Still, T fear these glitzy new neighbors of 
mine eventually could turn Hyde Park into — 
sigh — the South Side’s Lincoln Park. While 
I enjoy Lincoln Park’s pretentiousness in 
doses, that's not an energy Fm eager to have 
associated with Hyde Park. 

In Hyde Park, we're proud to be one of 
the city’s most diverse neighborhoods. We’re 
the only place you will see hipsters, black 
professionals, students, millionaires and even 
the future president all in one place, getting 
along and exchanging ideas. Diversity is the 
foundation of Hyde Park, and without that 
this ’hood is nothing. 

As our favorite small businesses are 

replaced by these fancy chains, resi- 
dents can’t help but worry that 
rent soon could be on the 
rise too, forcing out some 
of the lower- income resi- 
dents and drastically 
changing the diversity 
of the area. Wh ile the 
U, of C. certainly has 
the motivation and 
money to alter the 
area around it for the 
benefit of students and 
faculty and the goodwill 
of some of its neighbors, 
there is a good chunk of 
us — those who will be here 
long after the students graduate and 
leave this ’hood— who are concerned. 

Our leafy, racially diverse neighborhood 
doesn’t need all of these upscale commercial 
businesses to be cool. We already are cool. 

I hope that as Hyde Park evolves, U. of C. 
and Antheus work closely with the neighbor- 
hood’s long-term residents and find a way 
to bring back some of the small businesses 
we care for, maintain some of the neighbor- 
hood’s charm. 

But things change. I understand that. I’ll 
always love Hyde Park. I’m just not sure I’ll 
always be in love with Hyde Park.

FYls FOR THOSE FLYING SOLO 

Thinking of living alone? Maurice Ortiz of Apartment People, a Chicago apartment placement 
service, has a few tips for first-timers. 

» Evaluate the neighborhood s amenities. Renters living alone for the first time tend to want to 
live in more populated neighborhoods and be near shopping, nightlife and transportation. 

» If you are worried about safety, live in a building with a doorman or a secure entryway. 

» If finances are a concern, look to smaller spaces. Studios are about 20 to 30 percent cheaper 
than one- bed room apartments. t.s.

And then there was one. 

For the past couple of months, Christina 
Bondra hasn't had to share the bathroom or 
the TV remote. She hasn't had to split the 
utility bill two or three ways. She hasn't had 
to ask a roommate to turn the Kelly Clarkson 
down. But she also hasn't had anyone to come 
home to. 

And that’s the way she likes it, 

Bondra, 27, lives alone in a studio in the 
Gold Coast, which she called “a young and hip 
place to be,” It's also a far cry from her home 
at Michigan State; the sorority house with TO 
other ladies* She said she was happy to kiss 
roommates goodbye* 

'There would be food out everywhere* 
They would open a cupboard and not shut 


it,” Bondra said, “It’s just easier now. You don’t 
have to answer to anybody” 

'Though Bondra lives alone, she is not alone 
in her living preference. There are about 
365,000 single-person households in Chica- 
go, up 5 percent from 2000, recently released 
Census numbers show. Households with only 
one person comprise about one-third of Chi- 
cago’s T million households— more than any 
other type of household, including those with 
two or three people. 

Like Bondra, people who live alone tend 
to live downtown or on the North Side, data 
shows* The community areas with the highest 
concentration of single-person households 
are the Near North Side, Uptown, Lakeview 
and Lincoln Park. 

But don’t call these the loneliest neighbor- 
hoods just yet* People who live alone told 


RedEye they prefer their housing situations 
because they don’t have to share anything— 
and that includes the bills. Living alone isn't 
for everybody they said, especially those w r ho 
are looking to shore up their friend numbers 
or their financial stability 

Eric Klinenberg, author of the new r book 
“Going Solo: The Extraordinary Rise and 


Surprising Appeal of Living Alone,” said the 
recession has discouraged some people from 
escaping the shelter of their parents' home* 
But overall, the troubled economy hasn’t 
been a roadblock to living alone* When condi- 
tions are tough, Klinenberg said, people tend 
not to get married because they feel insecure 
about making a commitment*

Also, more people are living alone because 
they think it will prepare them for future 
challenges, he said. These singletons are de- 
termined to develop a support system to 
make sure they can take care of themselves. 

In Chicago, people who live alone tend to 
migrate to “destination neighborhoods,” like 
some on the North Side, said Klinenberg, 
who once lived in Old Town. 

“They are places where people go to live 
alone together,” Klinenberg said. “They have 
lots of street life. They have easy access to 
bars and restaurants and cafes, places where 
people who live alone can find companion- 
ship.” 


Save for a semester in college, Chris Bang- 
ham had never lived by himself. When he 
moved to Chicago from Alabama nearly two 
years ago, he figured he was going to live 
alone, so he looked for places in Wicker Park 
and the North Side. 

He settled on a one-bedroom apartment in 
the Boystown area of Lakeview, where about 
47 percent of the households are people liv- 
ing solo. 

At home, 28-year-old Bangham said he appre- 
ciates that the TV and the “messes are all mine 
now” He also showers with the door open. 

And though his apartment is near several 
bars and restaurants, he still feels lonely in his

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building. He said he doesn’t really know his 
neighbors because their spaces are too small 
to throw parties. 

He’s considered living with a friend if they 
can get a lease that works out for both of 
them. 

“I miss having a roommate,” Bangham said. 
“It gets kind of boring. I think my cat makes 
it better, and there’s a lot of stuff going on out- 
side here.” 

If Lakeview, Uptown and the Gold Coast 
are destination neighborhoods tor singletons, 
then West Lawn, Gage Park, Little Village 
and Brighton Park are destination neighbor- 
hoods for couples and families. 

These communities on the South and West 
sides have the lowest concentration of single- 
person households, Census data shows. Little 
Village ranks last: About one in nine house- 


holds are single. 

In Brighton Park, on the Southwest Side, 
about 13 percent of households are people like 
Alvaro Garcia, who don’t have roommates. 

Garcia, 25, said he’s been living alone for 
the past three years after moving out of his 
parents’ house in Brighton Park. I le said he 
chose to buy a place in the neighborhood be- 
cause he wants to help better it. 

“That’s home for me,” Garcia said. “If peo- 
ple don’t stay in the neighborhood, then how 
do we expect it to improve?” 

Still, Garcia said he finds himself traveling 
to other neighborhoods such as Wicker Park 
and Lincoln Park to socialize. He said the 
Brighton Park bars don’t have “eye appeal”— 
“\ou just find that there’s not a lot of single 
people at these local bars.”

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Allergy season to be epic

It’s not the budding flowers or chirping birds 
that signal to Lynn Dowd that spring has ar- 
rived in Chicago, 

It’s her runny nose, itchy eyes and ringing 
ears, 

“Pin in allergy hell right now,” said 
Dowd, 29, of Schaumburg, whose 
allergies usually don’t flare up 
until the end of March or early 
April. “This has probably been 
the worst Ive felt in years.” 

Unfortunately, there’s not 
much relief in sight. Thanks 
to this month’s stretch of re- 
cord-b reak i ng warmth — wh i c h 
caused trees, flowers and other 
plants to bloom much earlier than 
usual — this year's allergy season is ex- 
pected to be longer and more severe than any in 
recent memory, several allergists said* 

“I think it’s going to be a pretty intense al- 
lergy season,” said Dr. Sakina Rajowala, a fellow 
at the American Academy of Allergy, Asthma & 


Immunology who runs an allergy and asthma 
clinic in North Aurora. 

“I won’t be surprised if people who have 
never had issues before start calling, saying that, 
Tm 35 years old and IVe never really had ma- 
jor allergy problems, but this year Fm 
really bad,’ ” said Bajowala, whose 
clinic has been inundated with 
calls from people desperate 
for help. 

Dr. Joseph Leija, who has 
provided the official pollen 
counts for the Chicago area 
for more than two decades, 
said this spring already is 
‘one of the worst seasons that 
Fve seen with the pollen so high 
so early” 

Leija usually doesn't start tracking 
pollen— you might know it as that fine yellow 
dust on your parked car, for instance— until 
April* This year, however, he began March 12 
because of the warm temperatures and the re- 
sulting flood of people who called his office 


complaining of severe symptoms. 

On Tuesday— the first day of spring— tree 
pollen levels were so high that Leija issued an air 
quality alert. 

Local trees and vegetation aren’t the only cul- 
prits. Leija, who uses a machine on the roof of 
the Gottlieb Professional Building in Melrose 
Park to monitor pollen levels, said strong winds 
have carried pollen from juniper and cypress 
trees in the southern U.S. all the way to north- 
ern Illinois. 

He’s also found pollen from ragweed from 
the southern U.S. Ragweed usually doesn’t start 
causing problems in the Chicago area until mid- 
August or early September, he said. 

On days when air quality is particularly poor, 
those who usually suffer from allergies should 
try to stay indoors, keep windows closed and 
shower and wash their clothes to remove any 
pollen that stuck to them during the day, Leija 
and Rajowala said. 

“Sometimes they think it’s just a cold [or] it’s 
just a flu,” Leija said, “It’s not a cold or a flu if it’s 
lasting three to four weeks. It’s an allergy”

Fury over the shooting in the gated com- 
munity of Sanford, Fla., of the 17-year-old boy 
who was carrying an iced tea and candy, and the 
lack of an arrest or charges prompted demon- 
strations nationwide calling for legal action. 

Martin was shot dead after Zimmerman, 28, 
a white Hispanic neighborhood watch captain, 
believed the young man walking through the 
gated community looked suspicious. Zimmer- 
man followed him and an altercation ensued. 

Friends of Zimmerman, who has not spoken 
to the media, said he was extremely upset. 

“It was the first time I spoke to him yester- 


day since before the shooting and through his 
family members I learned that right after the 
shooting he couldn’t stop crying,” Zimmer- 
man’s friend, Joe Oliver, said in an appearance 
with Sonner on NBC’s “Today Show” 

“He is just now realizing not just how big this is 
for him, but how big this is for the country which 
is one reason I am sitting here now;” Oliver said. 

While state and federal investigations are 
under way the shooting has put a focus on so- 
called “Stand your Ground” laws adopted first 
in Florida in 2005 and in at least 16 others since. 

Opponents call them “Shoot First” laws 
that put the burden on prosecutors to prove a 
shooting was not self-defense. 



Pf leger on shooting: 
Protect our children’ 


D The Rev Michael Pfleger on Sunday 
joined the chorus of voices demanding 
justice in the shooting death of Trayvon Martin. 

Pfleger delivered a fiery speech, telling 
the audience at St. Sabina Roman Catholic 
Church to demand racial justice and called 
on officials to treat the death of all children 
as equally tragic.
